Agents Steal 
Student Documents 


Two F.B.1. special agents are 
reported to have burglarized of- 
fices at Brandeis University in Oc- 
tober 1970, stealing hundreds of 
documents pertaining to a 
nationwide student strike aimed at 
protesting the Vietnam War 

The Boston Phoenix reports 
that a member of the Brandeis 
security police force at the time, a 
security officer named George 
Kennedy, has admitted to par- 
ticipating in the covert burglary. 
Officer Kennedy said that other 
security officials were assigned to 
act as lookouts while the two F.B.I 
agents rifled through various files 

Most of the stolen files, says 
Kennedy, were from the “National 
Student Strike Information 
Center.” a student-run 
inghouse for college and university 
strikes across the nation 

Kennedy. who was himself an 
F.B.1. agent betore going to work 
for Brandeis, states that the two 
agents he accompanied seized a 
computer print-out list containing 
the names of up to 2500 individuals 
and organizations across the U.S. 
who were participating in the anti- 
war strike 

Kennedy adds that the 
agents identified as Charles 
Ahern and Gerry Mahoney of the

Kennedy described the agents reac- 
tion this way: “They were very ex- 
cited when they found (the com- 
puter print-out of names): very 
happy: it was very, very valuable to 
them.” 

This reported F.B1. burglary 
took place during the time when 
the F.B1.s_ secret “Co-Intel” 
program was in effect a 
program that employed a variety of 
illegal methods to infiltrate and 
harass the political left. The 
network established  per- 
sonally by J. Edgar Hoover 

Justice Department officials in 
Chicago this week agreed to release 
what they describe as “a truckload

The Mideast conflict can best be 
summarized as a conflict between 
the competing nationalist  as- 
pirations of Arabs and Jews, which 
both emerged during the late 
nineteenth and early twentieth cen- 
turies 

This was one of the facets of the 
Mideast problem presented by 
Yaacor Stettin, who spoke Tues- 
day afternoon on “The History of 
the Israeli-Arab Conflict” at a 
meeting of the People for Israel 
club 

A Canadian and graduate of 
McGill University, Stettin traveled 
extensively as a private tourist 
through Israel and occupied Jor- 
dan in the summer of 1971 and 
September 1973 and worked on a 
Canadian government-sponsored 
Mideast study project 

Stettin offered a chronological 
picture of the Israeli- Arab conflict

in Palestine, which has its roots tn 
the mid-nineteenth century 
emergence of political nationalism 
focused ona return to Palestine by 
Furopean Jews. A native Jewish 
population has lived in Palestine 
continuously since the Diaspora, 
he noted, but since the 1860's 
European Jews began to emigrate

state. A similar expression of sup- 
port for Arab nationalist as- 
pirations in the Middle East was 
made by the British, but the British 
did not make good their support of 
the aims either of Jewish or Arab 
nationalists after World War | 

Following World War I, the 
League of Nations granted France 
a mandate Syria and 
Lebanon, and England a mandate 
over Palestine and Trans-jordan 

Hitler's rise to power in the 
1930's stimulated Jewish 
emigration from Europe, Stettin 
explained, but in 1939, the British 
imposed a limit of 75,000 on the 
number of Jewish immigrants who 
could enter Palestine during the 
period of 1940-1945 

Stettin said that, with the excep- 
tion of Trans-jordan’s declaration 
of war against the Axis powers, 
Arab countries maintained a 
posiion of neutrality during 
World War L. 

With the end of World War I. 
Jewish immigration to Palestine 
increased, Stettin said. Between 
Zionist efforts to smuggle Jewish 
immigrants into Palestine and the 
desire of Arab leaders to keep 
Jewish immigrants out of Pales- 
tine, the British were pressured into 
a difficult they

On Nov. 29, 1947, the United

It is especially 
malignant to cast this in con- 
junction with an honest dispute he 
is having with the faculty and 
students. Because you disagree, his 
terror is not important, and you 
can twist a knife where it hurts the 
most. 

Whatever twisted sense of 
humor may have caused the car- 
toon, President Bond does not 
deserve to be treated in this way. 
Terror is not a joke. It is all the 
more insidious when it isan unseen 
and unknown adversary. He and 
his family are living through a very

Defends Rape Laws 


Editor, the Hornet 

I would like to address the issue 
of rape as discussed recently in the 
Hornet. tt is commonly ac- 
kowledged that rape laws and the 
process of investigation involved 
are presently under attack as being 
embarrasing and upsetting to the 
victims involved. However, we 
should exercise prudence when 
changing one “unjust” law“for 
another that may be equally unjust 

Non-consent is essential to 
rape. Tacit consent is enough toin- 
validate a rape complaint, and soit 
should. Much sexual expression 
takes place without open or verbal 
consent. To this end it is of utmost 
necessity that the charge of rape be 
afforded proper police  inves- 
tigation prior to the accused's 
appearance in court. It just may be 
found that a court trial ts unneces- 
sary. 

Yes, these cases happen. Tacit 
consent...followed by guilt, 
remorse, or pregnancy...and thena 
scream of rape to pacify her 
morality. Or how about the female 
who ts hitch-hiking and after being 
given a nde threatens to scream 
rape unless she receives so much 
money? 

I do not support the idea that all 
rape victims “had it coming” or 
otherwise lured the accused into 
the act. Most rape cases are 
forceable and the criminal should 
not go unpunished. However, the 
fact that in some cases the above 
examples take place is enough to 
demand caution. 

It’s important also to remember 
that a plea of not guilty means 
nothing more than prove it. But 
rape is one crime for which the 
rules of justice are too often bent. 
An accused finds himself proving 
his own innocence rather than the 


other way around. In many rape | 


cases the accused is brought on 
trial on nothing more than the say 
so of the victim. When this is all the 
evidence the prosecution has to jus- 


tify bringing the accused to trial. 
the accused should also be able to 
defend himself on no more than his 
say so that he is innocent. This, 
though, is not the case. If he can't 
prove his innocence above and 
beyond his say so he ts all too often 
pronounced guilty. If fairness in 
the rape laws is what is wanted. 
why not try and change this 
mockery of justice? 

Our laws force the accused to 
prove his innocence, and now (to 
add injury to insult) the cry is out to 
take away the only real means that 
the accused has to do so. That is, 
the past sex history of the accuser 
Has our sense of values changed to 
the point where we consider a per- 
son guilty until proven innocent? 
Do we now want to send a person 
to prison for what he is accused of 
rather than what he actually did? 

Reforms may be needed but it 
would behoove society to do one 
thing it hasn't done ina long time, 
if ever. Study the implications of 
preposed change. Too many 
changes are made today without 
the slightest idea of what it means 
for our future or of the damage it 
might do to society. Let us not be 
swayed by passionate rhetoric. Or 
are we really caught up in this 
movement because we are trying to 
suppress our own desires ? Why not 
campaign for better enforcement 
for laws against murder, robbery. 
graft, spitting on the street, why 
single out rape ? 

The argument so far against our 
existing rape laws has been that 
their administration has been un- 
fair, degrading, and humiliating to 
the victim. I do not see any reason 
to change a law because it is ad- 
ministered improperly. If that is 
where the fault is, then let's guide 
our energy towards more beneficial 
demands and _ require better, 
proper, and more humane ad- 
ministration of the existing laws.

Gerassi which he will not disclose. 
that hiring Mr. Gerassi would be 
detrimental to our budget 
allocation, and, less vaguely, that 
Mr. Gerassi is not the sort of per- 
son he wants on this campus. Lest 
our vision be completely obscured 
by these dazzling arguments let me 
conjecture about their substance 


The secret information that Mr. 
Bond has is that John Gerassi is 
militantiy opposed to injustice (1.e 
he is a troublemaker) and, as if to 
bear out this insight, Mr. Bond will 
be in trouble with his superiors if he 
allows Mr. Gerassi to be hired 
While Mr. Bond's veiled threats of 
budget cutbacks may be true given 
the genera! mentality of those who 
control it, his bid to appear as a 
protector of state support for 
universities falls flat in leu of his 
remarks a year ago when he 
declared himselt in favor of higher 
tuition in order to make the schools 
self-supporting and, thereby, 
lessen the burden of the state. Mr. 
Bond's argument that John Gerassi 
is not the sort of person he wants 
on this campus speaks for itself. 
Whether spawned by a desire to 
ingratiate himself with his 
superiors or from a 
philosophically-based aversion to 
any form of dissent, Mr. Bond cer- 
tainly does not want a John 
Gerassi-type of person on his cam- 
pus. 


President Bond’s refusal to hire 
Mr. Gerassi is only one more issue 
in the struggle for academic 
freedom. For more thana year now 
the Faculty Senate and Mr. Bond 
have fought over who should guide 
policies of education, educators or 
bureaucrats. But the problem goes 
even deeper than this. Academic 
freedom consists of more than the 
right to hear what you want to 
hear, it consists of the nght to hear 
everyone, and it is more than the 
right to say what you want, it is the 
assurance that everyone will share 
that nght. Moreover, because no 
one has developed an idelology 
that is all-inclusive, academic 
freedom is a problem that cannot 
be resolved by a political equation. 
Anyone who, under the pretext of 
academic freedom, supports the 
right to speak of those with whom 
they agree and denies this right to 
others slanders the concept. An ex- 
cellent illustration of this dilemma 
was given at Wednesday's rally in 
support of Mr. Gerassi. At least 
one speaker supported John 
Gerassi in the name of academic 
freedom and. in the next breath, 


denied the same right to William 
Shockley, labelling everyone who 
supported his right to speak on this 
campus two years ago as racists 
This is the all-too-typical 
resolution by ideologues and, in 
the final analysis, their arguments 
are remarkably similar to the 
reasoning of Mr. Bond — I want. I 
have power. therefore I get. Un- 
fortunately Albert Camus was 
prophetically clearsighted when he 
wrote, in The Rebel, that the logic 
of an ideologue’s program knows 
no limits, for “they have the pertect 
alibi: philosophy. which can be 
used for any purpose even for 
transforming murderers into 
judges.” 


In arguing that the problem of 
academic freedom yields no simple 
political solution, | do not mean to 
impiloy that it is not affected by the 
increasing politicization of life. 
Obviously, it has been and will con- 
tinue to be. One action that we all 
must become conscious of is the 
recent decision to arm the univer- 
sity police. The justifications of an 
increase in felonious crimes. in- 
creasing responsibilities, and a 
higher level of professionalism 
have been given. No one is sugges- 
ting that any policeman oppose an 
armed felon without a weapon for 
himself. But, to the best of my 
knowledge, the only shooting in- 
cident in the history of this univer- 
sity occurred when an off-duty 
police officer’s gun accidently dis- 
charged ina classroom. | itis single 
incident hardly suggests that the 
police need weapons on this cam- 
pus. Will carrying a gun increase 
the effectiveness of the police or 
will it merely make them more 
aggressive? Whatever the answer to 
that question, there is another 
aspect to this action. Mr. Bond has 
stated that he is the man who 
makes decisions on this campus 
and now he will have a squad of 
armed men to enforce them. The 
police will follow policies es- 
tablished by Mr. Bond. If he con- 
siders denial of employment to Mr. 
Gerassi as just retribution for 
breaking a window, albeit a 
political action, at San Francisco 
State, what will he consider just 
retribution for political opposition 
and attacks from his own campus? 
i urge cach person to evaluate the 
implications of these issues so that 
they may directly ensure academic 
freedom at Sacramento State 
University.

As a member of the cast’ of 
“Vaudeville Tonight” 1 was of 
course pleased that Steve (Rich) 
Witzel and Susan Elis enjoyed our 
show. However, speaking strickly 
for myself, I feel compelled to 
comment on several confusing and 
misleading points made in the body 
of their review 

I will not take strong exception 
to Witzel and Ells’s use of words 
like “reinaction”, since their mean- 
ing was clear enough. I should say, 
though, that it was a false 
proscenium, not “Props,” that was 
dropped into place at the opening 
of the show. Furthermore, | don't 
really understand the sensation of 
being “grabbed out from under” 
which Witzel and Ells felt at the 
conclusion of the acrobatic drunk 
act (which, by the way, was per- 
formed by Sidney Pozdo in the role 
of old-time Vaudevillian Fred 
Stone); nor was I so sensitive to the 


“imagery of pseudo realism” 
engendered by the silhouetted 
scene from “Camille.” Also, 


although I took a personal interest 
in Carol Champlain's Bea Lillie 
routine, never once did I hear her 
singing to the accompaniement of 
“a pair of roller skates and a male 
quartet.” And I need hardly add 
that | was grateful to hear that 
Witzel and Ells forebore the throw- 
ing of tomatoes in deference to 
their enjoyment of the evening’s 
entertainment. 

But all this is mere nit-picking. 
There were two serious oversights 
in the review which could have 
been rectified by the simplest 
perusal of the program. 


For instance, Tori Samuels, as 
able as she is, was not solely res- 
ponsible for the choreography in 
Act I. Specifically, the Vernon and 
Irene Castle dance ensemble, 
which Witzel and Ells so admired, 
was the work of Walter Kennedy, a

School 


| have saved the greatest over- 
sight for last. When, referring to 
the many unnamed performers in 
the cast, Witzel and Ells said, “their 
acts were their own,” they 
overlooked the inestimable con 
tribution of our director, Dr 
Gerard A. Larson, to say nothing 
of vocal director Shelley Anderson 
and musical directory Patrick 
Sullivan. It was Dr. Larson who 
conceived the show and supervised 
the voluminous research through 
old films, records and reviews in an 
attempt to recreate the style and 
impact of these performers, many 
of whom date back to before the 
turn of the century. In fact, most 
members of the cast (whose acts 
your reviewers took to be their 
own) have never even heard of the 
performers they were chosen (by 
Larson, Anderson and Sullivan) to 
interpret. I have nothing but 
respect and affection for my 
colleagues in the “Vaudeville 
Tonight” cast; nevertheless, our 
success was the direct result of the 
persona! supervision of Dr. Lar- 
son.

Resolution 181, which called for 
the establishment of separate 
Jewish and Arab states in Pales- 
tine. It was approved, Stattin ex- 
plained, despite Arab warnings 
they would attack Israel if the par- 
tition of Palestine were approved. 

Between November 1947 and 
May 15, 1948, the date the British 
were scheduled to leave Palestine, 
Stattin explained, both Jews and 
Arabs armed themselves. On May 
15, 1948, Egypt, Syria and Jordan 
invaded the newly-established state 
of Israel, beginning the first Israeli- 
Arab war which ended by ease-fire 
in 1949 

The cease-fire between Israel 
and the Arab states from 1949 to 
the second Israeli-Arab war in 
1956, Stettin said, was broken by 
attacks upon and shellings of Is- 
raeli settlements and roads. 

Both the June, 1967 and Qc- 
tober 1973 Israeli-Arab wars, Stet- 
tin explained, arose out of internal 
problems faced by the leaders of 
Egypt 

In 1967, according to Stettin, 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdul

Nasser, faced with economic 
problems at home, turned to 
“foreign policy measures” as a way 
of distracting attention from hts 
economic difficulties. He asked 
United Nations peacekeeping 
forces to withdraw from Sinai and 
blocked the Straits of Tiran, 
threatening Israel's oil supply and 
trade coming by the Red Sea. This 
threat led Israel to strike first in 
1967. 

After the defeat they suffered in 
the 1967 war, Stettin said, a purge 
of the Egyptian army elevated a 
new generation of officers. These 

new officers urged President

Education requirements (ex- 
cluding Group III). A student may apply during the term in which he 
or she is completing the remaining science prerequisites and G.E. 
coursework. Each student will be considered for the Clinical Nursing 


Program only twice. 


3) No new Nursing majors have or will be admitted to the Univer- 
sity for the Fall Semester, 1974. The Fall ‘74 class will be selected 
from a list of 310 currently enrolled students. 

4) The next Clinical Nursing class for which you can apply is the 


Spring 1975 class. 


If any prospective nursing students or pre-ursing majors are hav- 
ing trouble planning their proper sequence for science of G.E. re- 
quirements or are just having problems in general please attend one 
of the group advising meetings. The upcoming meetings are slated for 
March 18, from 3-4 p.m. with Ms. Bohnen in Sci 334A and March 28, 
from {0-11 a.m. with Ms. McElderry in Sci 334A.

unexciting selfportraits and a 
funny vampire spoof 

Giles’ 6 photographs involving 
night scenes usually captured by 
long film exposures reflect Roger 
Vail’s influence perhaps more than 
the others in the show. His 
photographs illuminate the bizarre 
qualities of the mundane with 
images of old warehouses. a large 
tree, a store after closing hours. 
and a garage accompanied by the 
moon piercing a flat sky. Giles 
photographs also deal with strange 
qualities of light and its natural or 
artificial sources, different in each 
photo. The images he chooses are 
consequently imbued with an often 
disquieting, mysterious quality. 

Hoover Ng reveals an excellent 
continuity of visual and conceptual 
imagery in his 8 photographs. His 
work involves isolated human 
figures dwarfed by the immensity 
of their surroundings. In one, an 
old black man stands at the foot of 
a tremendous tree that occupies 
most of the photograph. In 
another, a policeman, appearing to 
be no taller than 3 feet, poses 
against the externa! wall of a chur- 
ch. Other photos involve a woman 
casually posed at the back of an 
empty lecture room, a_ figure 
engulfed by the shadows of Capitol 
Park, and an old woman with her 
shopping cart, flanked by a palm 
tree. Three small photographs by 
Ng convey the same strong

Across the country, thousands 
of state and local groups are 
preparing to celebrate the 37th an- 
nual observance of National 
Wildlife Week. Wildlife Week is 
sponsored each year by the three 
and one half million members of 
the National Wildlife Federation 
and its state affiliates. 


The theme for Wildlife Week 
1974 is “We Care About En- 
dangered Wildlife.” There are over 
100 animals on the Department of 
Interior's official list of endangered 
species. Among these are the 
southern bald eagle, the American 
peregrine falcon, the whooping 
crane, and the eastern timber wolf 


Thomas L. Kimball, executive 
vice president of the National 
Wildlife Federation, said this year 
Wildlife Week is a time for 
everyone to recognize the problems 
facing endangered wildlife. “Much 
of our wildlife is in good shape,” 
Kimball said, “thanks to good 
conservation practices. But too 
many are in real danger. An en- 
dangered species does not have to 
become an extinct one. Most en- 
dangered wildlife can be saved but 
it will take a big commitment from 





END 
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us to do the job. 

“We chose the timber wolf as a 
poster symbol for all our en- 
dangered wildlife,” Kimball said. 
“The kinds of pressure they have 
been subjected to are similar, to 
those facing other endangered 
species. Largely because of the in- 
roads of civilization, wolves have 
been driven from most of their 
former range in America 


“Wolves are keenly intelligent 
animals with a highly developed 
social order,” he pointed out 
“They fill a vital role in the wor- 
kings of nature. We cannot afford 
to lose our wolves — we cannot af- 
ford to lose any endangered 
species. All of them = are 
irreplacable.” 


“Many people want to know 
what they can do to help en 
dangered wildlife. This is a hard 
one to answer. But an individual's 
personal concern can be of tremen- 
dous value. “If all of us care enough 
and are willing to support public 
efforts to help endangered species.” 
Kimball emphasized, “we belive 
these efforts will succeed.” 


Today in the United States 
there are over 100 animals that are 
officially considered threatened 


with extinction. These animals 
appear on the official list of en- 
dangered native fish and wildlife 
maintained by the Department of 
the Interior 


“What is an “endangered 
specie?” Although the exact mean- 
ing is not always clear, an en- 
dangered species is simply one 
whose very existence is treatened. 
Its chances of survival and rep- 
roduction are in immediate peril 
This crisis situation can come from 
loss of living space, change in 
habitat. overexploitation, disease, 
pollution and predation. If an en- 
dangered species does not get help, 
it will probably disappear forever 


From March 17 to 23, 1974, the 
National Wildlife Federation 1s 
sponsoring its 37th annual 
National Wildlife Week. This 
year's theme, “We Care About En- 
dangered Wildlife,” is intended to 
further this year’s Wildlife Week 
program aim to increase public 
awareness of problems facing en- 
dangered species 


Since the world’s beginnings, 
there have been animals (like the 
great dinosaurs) that had their ume 
on earth and then disappeared. Far 
back in time, extinction was a slow

process, taking place over 
thousands and millions of years. 


But now changes come much 
more rapidly. Estimates are that in 
North American alone, almost 40 
different types of mammals and 
birds have vanished in the past 150 
years. Man, with his capacity to 
speed up environmental change. 
has sped up the rate at which some 
wildlife has been lost. 


Today, endangered species can 
be found in over 40 states. As of 
June |, 1973, when eight animals 
were added to the list, the total! 
stood at 109. Among them are the 
whooping crane, the tallest bird of 
this continent; the California con- 
dor, the largest land soaring birdin 
North America; and the American 
peregrine falcon, what many con- 
sider the fastest bird on the con- 
tinent, at 180 plus miles per hour in 
a dive. 

Wolves, the specia! endangered 
subject of this year’s Wildlife Week 
poster. once had the greatest 
geographical distribution of any 
land mammal oa this continent. In 
North America, there are 24 
recognized subspecies of the timber 
wolf. Two of these subspecies. the 
easter timber wolf and the northern

Rocky Mountain wolf, are on the 
endangered list. The red wolf, con- 
sidered a separate species, is also 
endangered. All three are nearly 
gone from the continental United 
States 

In 1966, Congress passed the 
Endangered Species Preservation 
Act. officially recognizing a 
national responsibility to protect 
threatened wildlife. it directed the 
Secretary of the Interior to publish 
a list of animals threatened with ex- 
tinction. The first list, issued in 
1967, named 78 animals compared 
to the current 109 

The 1966 act also authorized 
funds for research to preserve en- 
dangered wildlife and acquire new 
habitat areas for them. Research is 
being conducted at the Interior 
Department's Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center in Laurel, 
Maryland. Here, ways are being 
found to propagate certain species 
in captivity fer later return to the 
wild 


In the meantime, people ask 
what they can do to help en 
dangered species. “If ail of us care 
enough,” Kimball noted, “and are 
willing to support public efforts to 
help endangered species, we believe 
these efforts will succeed.” 








Psychotheatrics of anger: the mental state, then verbal, then physical, merge into action. 





| DRAMA FOR SELF-ACTUALIZATION

Psvchotheatrics. What is it? It's 
a new technique of therapy “that 
can combat, reduce, and cure per- 
sonality disorders,” according to 
two young men, Bob Allen and 
Tom Wolfe. The two are currently 
working on the book, 
“Psychotheatrics: A New Therapy 
Technique.” Personality disorders 
may include depression, 
alcoholism, drug addiction, 
obesity, etc 

Allen has a Masters degree in 
psychology. He is a psychology 
researcher and ethologist (the 
psychology of anima! behavior) 
and has written, directed. and 
acted in several plays. 

Wolfe is a psychology major 
and an actor. “Theatre has always 
been my second love,” he states. 

The two are working closely 
with Dr. Nina Krebs, of the 
Counseling Center on campus, ina 
project on psychotheatrics. The 


project is currently seeking a 
government grant for the expenses 
ot a year, from June of 1974, to 
June of 1975. The three are seeking 
a grant of $108,181.00 for the 
study 

A class began this semester in 
the drama department for the first 
time. The class is a kind of 
preparation for the project set for 
June. The course offers the 
psychological aspects of the 
theatre, featuring lecture, dis- 
cussion, selected readings. set 
design, rehearsal, and per- 
formance. It relates material of 
three levels: the audience, the actor 
or actress, and the playwright. 
Primarily for students interested in 
acting, working backstage, or writ- 
ing skits, the class presents a uni- 
que point of veiw. Activities in- 
clude a live performance and a one 
hour TV production 

The class meets trom 10:20 a.m. 
to 11:35 a.m. Tuesday and Thurs- 
day in the Outdoor Theatre. 


On Campus Encounter 


Are encounter groups really 
helping people? Are they capable 
practitioners and are the techni- 
ques they employ appropriate? 
These are among the soul sear- 
ching questions various people are 
asking for intelligent answers 

Some people have mixed 
feelings and one particular par- 
ticipant, George Watson, ques- 
tions the practice after two years of 
personal experiences with such 
groups as part of his university cur- 
riculum. Watson, like many disen- 
chanted students associated with 
the practice, takes a dim view of en- 
counter group methods and he in- 
vites others toexamine the activity. 

In recent years, encounter 
groups have evolved, appearing 
noticeably on campuses 
throughout the nation. Examples 
are: “Sensitivity and Encounter 
Groups of the Esalen Institution,” 
“The Quest for Zest” of the Auren 
Institute, or “The Awareness 
Group,” which is aided by the 





counseling office of CSUS. 

Watson writes that he believes 
“on-campus encounter groups are 
many things to many people 
from emotional axle grease to a 
new sexual contact.” And Watson 
adds that it is about time someone 
speaks out about “some of the 
mystifications” and he questions 
certain psyche-techniques em- 
ployed by “facilitators” in group 
awareness sessions. 


Psychotherapy Techniques Used 


The CSUS student reveals that 
encoupter groups use 
psychotherapy techniques. What is 
psychotherapy? Watson draws out 
a definition of the term from Dr 
Jerome D. Frank’s book, Per- 
suasion and Healing, as follows 
“A circumscribed, more or less, 
structure series of contacts between 
the ‘healer’ and the ‘suffer,’ through 
which the healer, often with the aid 
of a group. tries to produce certain 


Psychology and drama units are 
available and Bob Allen stresses, 
“It is still not too late to add the 
course, although the ‘add and drop 
deadline’ has passed.” Allen and 
Wolfe run the class. Dr. Krebs and 
Dr. Herb Kline of the drama 
department will be consultants for 
the class 

It the project commences this 
June, as planned, several objectives 
will be involved. The objectives will 
be carried out by many processes 
These include the selection and 
diagnosis of the client. the in 
dividual’s personality — res- 
tructuring, the elimination of the 
personality disorder, as well as the 
solidification of the new per- 
sonality. 

Unlike other techniques of 
therapy, psychotheatrics has never 
been used before. It is an in- 
novative process that “combines 
the psychological and the physical 
to create a psychophysical process 
that eliminates the personality 


roups: Man 


changes in the suffer’s emotional 
state, attitude or behavior. The 
healing influence is primary exer- 
cised by words or acts.” 


“Are these counseling prac- 
tittoners equally equipped to probe 
vour fantasies as that of a proc- 
tologist {one who specializes in 
conditions of the anus and rectum) 
who probes your ‘fanny””” Watson 
inquires. 

From his two years’ experience 
with encouriter groups, Watson ad- 
mits he really isn’t sold on it, yet 


Watson = discounts 
psychotherapy techniques practiced 
by encounter group facilitators as 
ineffective. His reasoning, he says, 
is covered by a conclusion in Dr 
Max Hammer's book, The Theor) 
and Practice of Psychotherapi 
Special Disorders, which 
states: “...1n relation to the effec- 
tiveness of therapeutic outcome to 
various techniques, systems or 
schools of psychotherapy lead

disorder of the client and res- 
tructures his personality into a 
more beneficial personality,” ac- 
cording to the manuscript of the 
proposed project 

When the project is completed 
the results will be sent to each 
state’s Department of Mental 
Health in the United States. 
Results will also be sent to Halfway

News Item: A Placer County 
court has awarded $285,000 to a 
man whose 34-year-old wife was 
killed during a ski lesson held at 
Squaw Valley. 

News Item: Last Saturday. a 
number of skiers were injured ina 
chairlift mishap that allowed the 
lift to run backwards and then stop 
suddenly, spilling skiers into the 
snow below. 

It's ironic that these two news 
items happened to pop up during 
Squaw Valley's turn on the “Ski 
Short hot seat”. For years, the 
quality of the maintenance 
program at Squaw hasn't been it 
strongest point. Occasionally, 
when some people get injured, it 
makes the newspapers. That's not 
to say that other ski areas don’t 
have their own problems. It's just 
that Squaw seems to have more 
than its fair share. 

On the positive side, Squaw has 
some great opportunities to get in 
some good skiing. Squaw, along 
with Heavenly Valley, probably 
has the highest percentage of ex- 
pert and advanced runs of any 
resort in California. That's what 
brings the crowds to Squaw, in 


spite of occasional mechanical 
mishaps. 
KT-22, Headwall, and Ex- 


hibition are ski runs that have a 
world-wide reputation for their 
toughness; and from what I can see 
from the bottom, they sure deserve 
it. Because the bread and butter of 
the skiing trade is the intermediate 


skier, Squaw Valley has been spen- 
ding more time of late erecting 
chairlifts that serve more mild ter- 
rain than the forementioned “brag- 
about-it-later-in-the-bar” runs. 
Even though there are 18 chairs, 
one gondola and one tram (more 
appropriately, a cattle car; they 
squeeze you in so tight, the with-tt 
crowd starts to moo), Squaw 
Valley is always crowded. Not just 
crowded, but very crowded. Every 
chair has a line; and it's usually 
long. But the runs that they serve 
usually aren't all that crowded, 
because most of the terrain ts 
skiable, and the runs are quite 
wide. It's usually good snow under 
the chairs, too, snow that stays 
good until late in the season. That's 
what brings the crowds, 
Management not withstanding. 
Should mention that the food is 
expensive as usual, but they do 
have a variety of places where you 
can pay through the nose. The 
night life at Squaw is fantastic, 
though; probably the best outside 
the Tahoe basin. You can dance 
and drink the blues away, until the 
next day. Lift ticket: $10 
Weather: Going to be another 
great weekend, with high clouds 
and gentle winds. It's going to be 
warm, with spring conditions 
prevailing
